try touched hi# cap, and endeavored to explain that he 
hail been ordered to put off his shoes by the corporal of 
the guard. 
'I’he blustering tyrant, however, would lis­ 
ten to no explanations. 
Showering the most abusive 
aiHl blasphemous epithets upon the poor fellow, he 
w I arht'd liH cutlass from his hand#, beat him over the 
head and shoulders with it, kicked him, thumped him 
with his fi.-its, and maltreated him in the most shameful 
tiianner. 
I ho marine, who was a man con.siderably 
advanced in years, and was noted among hi# crew as a 
quiet and inoffensive person, punctual in the discharge 
of his duties, retreated from his enraged commander 
towards the foward part o f the ship.

his naked hand, because a previous rocket had failed to

'fh e Gunner remonstrated, 
hot was met by a torrent of oaths and blasphemies from 
the vulgar tyrant, who, among other things, exclaimed, 
‘shut your mouth, you damned infernal scoundrel ! or. 
I ’ll break every bone in your ugly body.’ 
'fhis threat 
vvH.s accompanied with appropriate gestures, and the in­ 
timidated officer was literally forced to clam ber out on 
a naked spar, and set off the rocket in his naked hand. 
'Fhe consequence was his breast and arm were terribly 
burnt, and lor a longtime after he was a cripple, unable 
to use his right arm at ail. 


If the preceding statements are true, and we see no 
reason to doubt them , it is a disgrace to our country 
that they have not been thoroughly investigated.
